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Dear Sir: 

Applicants have received the Office Action mailed September 19, 2002, setting a 
shortened statutory period of one month for reply. This reply is being filed such that no 
extension of time is necessary. 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner identified several species of invention 
disclosed in the application. On page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner required election of a 
single disclosed species. Applicants hereby elect species 1, corresponding to Figure 2, without 
traverse of the restriction requirement. However, as discussed below, the conclusion that no 




claim is generic is respectfully traversed. Claims which correspond to species 1 include claims 
1-7, 9, 11, 13-16, 18, 19, 29-35, 37-40, 42, 43 and 53. 

As indicated in the above list, several independent claims correspond to species 1. These 
include claims 1, 29 and 53. Claims 8, 10, 12, 17, 20-28, 36, 41 and 44-52 are all dependent 
claims to other species, but they depend from an independent claim which corresponds to species 
1 and the independent claims are thus generic to all of these dependent claims. If independent 
claims 1, 29 and 53 are allowed, prosecution of the non-elected dependent claims is requested. 

Examination of the above-identified claims,£namely claims 1-7, 9, 11, 13-16, 18, 19, 29- 
35, 37-40, 42, 43 and 53, is respectfully requested. If a phone conference is believed necessary 
to resolve any outstanding issues with respect to the above discussion, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to contact the undersigned attorney.
